RETROSPECTIVE EXTRACTS, FROM FRENCH 
PAPERS. 


Iw the awful interval between the demdlition of one 
form of government, and® the eftablifhment of an- 
other, the important intereft at-ftake, and the luit of 
ower are apt to call forth intoaction whatever is moft 
excellent or depraved in humafi mature. Unhappily 
for the French, a combination againft them, moit 
formidable in numbers and refources, with proclama- 
tions infolent and fanguinary, ferved to inflame their 
pafions, and added to the horrors of their revolution. 
‘T'wo parties were formed in the convention, under 
the names of the Valley aad the Mountain, differing 
from one another in opinion, more as to the meafures 
to be adopted in the adminittration, than as to the 
form of government. The Valley poffeffed abilities, 
learning and tatte, but were infected with habits of 
indolence and luxury. From motives of humanity, 
and perhaps to gain popularity with orher nations, 
they oppofed meafures, which, though fevere, were 
regarded by their countrymen as neceilary. ‘The 
Mountain added to abilities and learning, fimplicity 
of manners, and an unwearied attention to butinets, 
and regarded the lax and lenient meafures of the 
Valley as rainous to the nation. ‘The former were 
fafpected of projecting a form of government fimilar 
to that of the American ftates.. ‘Lhe latter were de- 
cidedly for a pure Democracy, one and indivifibie. 
When the convention were chofen, the nation elated 
with victory, was under no apprehenfion of, danger 
from without, and the liberal and humane fentiments 
of the Valley being then predominant, a majority of 
members were chofen from among them; but the 
defeftion of fome of their partifans, and the fuccefs 
of the allies, foon deftroyed the confidence the nation 
had repofed in them, and paved the way for the re- 
volution of the 31{t of May, 1793. The conftitution 
which the mountain party foon afterwards produced, 
will bea lafting monument of their genius and integ- 
rity, and the enthufiafm difplayed in the fubfequent 
operations of the republic, and their unparalleled fuc- 
cefs, prove, that they enjoyed the confindence of the 
people, and that the meafures which they adopted, 
though fevere, and repugnant to humanity, wete 
jufifed by neceflity. Ihe alarm which overfpread an 
invaded country, the aéts of treachery which abound- 
ed, and the fufpicions which thefe engendered, natu- 
rally produced the revolutionary government ; and it 
was evident, that, when thefe caufes would be remov- 
ed, the effe& alfo would pafs away. But when the 
deople felt no lon ger the necefiity of the revolutionary 
government, it was difficult for thofe in power to re- 
ign it with fafety. Every head which had fallen, had 
created a number of enemies, who would avenge, in 
their deftruction, the lofs they had fuftained, and dur- 
ing the violent irritation of the public mind, they 
mighthave committed aétigns which taey would not 
wilh to be reviewed ata period of greates tranquility 
and temperance. When France no longer felt the 
dread of an invafion, the fituation of Robeipierre, and 
his affuciates, became therrfore extremely critical. 
Having waded fo deep in blood, they found they 
Were unable to retarn, and being tempted to proceed 
ftill further, for their own prefervation, were over- 
whelmed. This was the fignal for the rallying of the 
Valley, the Jacobinclub was feppreffed, the profcrib- 
ed deputies reitored,and the agents of the revoluzion- 
ary government arrefted or banifhed- Inthe mean 
time the friends of the mountain were neither few nor 
idle, but improved every opportunity that offered of 
“epreciating the conduct of the ruling party, and tir- 
Ting up the ruling people to infurreétion. The re- 
‘urn of the emigrants, and the indulgence thewn to 
‘ae Chouansand Vendeans, who had been fo lone in 
pt . ‘ . - ed 
"Ms againft the republic, while thofe who had ren- 
“ered her the moft effential fervices, were punithed 
“ith banithment or death for certain mifdemeanonrs, 
‘ere conttrued into a defign to reftore royalty. They 
‘eminded the people, that they had already ratified the 
Coniitution in their primary affemblies, and that the 
“°avention had no right to alter or modify it; that 
“aS proper time for its commencement was now come, 
per that the convention, by propofiag organic laws, 
'¥ tatended to prolong their own authority, and 
“<prive the people of the blefings they had fo dearly 
Purcnaied. Two caufes co-operated with thefe fug- 
ctions, to inflame the minds of the people, the pre- 
“"tpGon of adiguats of five livres, and upwards, and 
 ‘arcity of bread, fo generally felt throughout 
“Urope, 
wine you, ambafladors of friendly powers—you 
Tole ere not called on to remain with us, but who 
“manly deciared that you would mix your deftiny 





people who are never grateful by halves. The trou- 
bles, of which you were witaeffes, were the conflict 
of guilt againit virtue. During fach a form a foam 
may arife for a moment, but the mafs will remain 
pure. The nation, fill victorious, is@bout, to erect 
juitice in the place of terror,and | 


the room of violence. IJpthe ngwcot t 
will be foon prepared, wifdom and force fhall be the 


guarantees again{t any partial in rection. Demo- 
cracy fhall take the place of desfia dgy, liberty of 
licenfe, and a republican gavermment of popular ty- 
ranny. Ifthe belligerent p@wers wih t> commani- 
cate withus. fay not to theeeeee: kings that the 
French people are invincible, but fay that there is 
danger in attacking them. Say that the changes 
which have juft now taken placeare the confequence 
of the lait defeat of expiring anarchy.

ON whatever fide we turn our eyes, we fee nothing 
in nature that is not governed by laws proper to its ex- 
iftence, and which is not organized in-a manner to obey 
fuch Jaws, to acquire every fuccour which is agreeable to 


the nature of its being, or neceffary to the mode of its 


exiftence.. Man is not neglected by his Creator—the 
gifts which to him are particular, and which give him 
the empire of the world, thew that “happinefs and_pro- 
fperity are defigned for him, and aa order proper to en- 
fure him enjoyment of them. That heaven-born 
French philanthropy which regards all mankind as bre- 
thren, is fo far fupérior to the underftandings of modern 
ftatefmen and financiers, as to be the object rather of 
derifion than of imitation, but which every government 
muft adopt in order to become profperous and happy. 

The period of man’s attive life is too fhort, and his 
powers too weak to afford him more than a comfortable 
fupply of neceffaries of life, therefore the fuperduities 
of fome men, whether acquired by actual plunder or by 
unjuft Jaws, muft infringe on the rights of others: this 
being actually the cafe, with what horror muft every good 
citizen regard a funding fyltem, by which a great pro- 
portion of the labour of ufefull and induftrious citizens 
becomes payable toa few ufelefs characters of their 
own day, whofe wealth and diforderly lives tend to 
corrupt the government, and undermine the liberties of 
their country. 

The reforms of modes of government are bleffings 
only in proportion as they promote the liberty and hap- 
pinefs of the people. To fatisfy the ambition of one 
clafs of men and the avarice of another, the Americans 
have fubmitted toa fecond revolution, by which they 
have barcered they domettic rights, liberty and equality, 
for energy of government and the etiquette of a court. 
After having wreited the feeptre from the hand of a 
Britifh tyrant, they have fuffered it to he aflumed by a 
monied ariftocr.cy, where it will be found more op- 
preflive and more injurious to the people. The excife 
law of Congrefs, which violates the domeftic rights of 
the farmer, and the incorporating decrees of the {tate 
legiflature. by which the property of the farmer is want- 
only facrificed toa rich monied intereit, are alarming ex- 
ertious of this power. 

The more a nation is compact and the power of go- 
vernment left in the hands of the people, the more we 
fhall find that love for the public good, that general 
efteem for virtue, and that difintereftednefs which are 
held in light eftimation by the fupporters of a grand and 
extenfive empire, where public councils and emoluments 
of the {tate are wholly in the hands of the few, 
and where the people are neglected, defpifed and op- 
preffed.

THERE ate not a few writers in this country, who, 
in general, convey their fentiments through the medium 
of the gazettes, that endeavour to hold up republics in 
the mott unfavourable light. Never was the definition 
of a word more wanting, or its true import to be afcer- 
tained, than that of the word Republic. In the origi- 
nal honetft efforts of mankind for liberty, a pure demo- 
cracy implied a republic. This was wholly inconveni- 
ent: an entire people can never a&t for itfelf. The 
world has oot hold of the right idea of a republican go- 
vernment, is the principle of reprefentation; but to pre- 
ferve a pure reprefentation is the great defideratum, and 
if the republics of America and France fhould degene- 
rate (which God forbid) into ariitocracies, it will be 
from a neglect of attending to the choice of proper men 
to reprefent them in their councils. Muasy affume the 
character of friends of the people, who are, in reality, 


covering themfelves with the garb of innocence, in or- 
der the better to deceive, betray and deftroy. 

The reprefentative fyftem includes the principle of 
rotation. Where a man conceives himfelf tobe, or a 
nation | nto be, heir of a people’s rights 
and ami nature, that he will moft 
certainly prove a tyrant and enemy to the felicity of 
man. In confirmation of this truth, fetus extract a 
few paffages from the reign of Lovis XT. fiftieth kin 
of France ‘“* We have had reigns (fays the hif’ 
torian) which contain more atrocities, but there is none 
that ever exceeded the prefent in bafenefs, treachery, 
and want of honour. The example of Louis polluted 
and depraved all the nation. His name alone reminds 
pofterity of all the daftardly cruelties of this difhoneft, 
abfolute, and fuperftitious tyrant: his reign infpires with 
hatred and contempt. 

“If he has not poifoned his father, it is dreadful he 
thould have given him caufe of fufpicion, and of. be- 
lieving him capable of fiuch an iniquitous deed; yet, 
certain it is, that he was the canfe of his unhappy ead, 
and merits the name of parricide. 

** No fooner was he on the throne, than his unprinci- 
pled and barbarous character manifefted itfelf entirely. 
The officers appointed to colleé& the duties upon fale, 
(4s gabelles) commit extortion at Rheims; the people 
rife, many are killed in the fray, Charles fends imme- 
diately a great number of foldiers, difguifed as mer- 
changs and labourers; they enter the town, let in De- 
moui at the head of a more confiderably body of aifaf- 
fins, who feizes above one hundred eminent citizens up- 
on the fpot, and without either formality or trial, puts 
them to death on the fcaffold. Does not this executi- 
on, made hy the king’s order, fhew him a barbarous 
defpot? There is nota page in his hiftory, but what is 
polluted with fhameful crimes, without energy, without 
either grandeur or magnanimity. To deferibe all tlic 
villainies that blaft his memory, would require me to fill 








}upa whole volume. He always promifed, and feldom 


kept his word. 

“ ‘This abfurd tyrant {tiled himfelf Louis, by the grace 
of God, &c. and would not fuifer Francis, duke of 
Bretagne, to take the title of Francis, by the grace of 
God, duke of Bretagne. ey 

“* The war, called the public welfare, being termi- 
nated by the peace of Conflans, all was to be forgot: 
but Louis makes feveral inhabitants of Rouen fuffer 
publicly by the hand of the executioner, and though 
they had been reluctantly involved in the war by his 
brother, they were proceeded againft without trial. He 
was the caufe of the taking and ruin of Liege, whofe 
inhabitants had inconfiderately confided in his promiies.””

ROYALTY is not fo effeftual!ly rooted from the 
French republic, but that the broken remains of this 
declining corps are {till able to make fome difturb- 
ance, to keep their friends in countenance wherever 
theyare. Indeed the liberty of the prefs, fecured to 
all Frenchmen, and even to foreign refidents in 
France, by the free conftitution of that wonderful na- 
tion, gives an opportunity to thefe people to publith 
their own fentiments, as the fentiments of the public 
in general. William the third, one of the greateft 
and bett of kings, that ever fat on the Britifh throne, 
on fome alarm refpeéting the views and projucts of the 
Roman Catholics, took the fingular precaution of ha- 
ving them marked and numbered, in order that their 
real effective ftrength might be known. He found 
there was not more of this religious perfuafion, than 
one in an hundred, and yet thefe few had kept the 
whole kingdom in an alarm. If the royalifts in A- 
merica and France were thus diftinguithed, there 
would not probably be found a greater proportion to 
the whole number of the people: and yet, a paragraph 
written by a Britith fubje&t, or American retugce, or 
perhaps a concealed royalift in France, is inilantly co- 
pied into a Britifh paper, then fent to America to 
fome chofen friend, then publifhed in the Centinel or 
Mercury, or in Porcupine or John Fenno’s pa- 
per, as an undifputed text of their political gofpel : 
The motley fragments of the old anti-revolutionary 
battalions, who have been re-admitted and pardoned 
when they dare to fpeak, or theirchildreh, or grand- 
children, (for toryifm, like the Jethith teprofy, de- 
fcends to the third generation) catch at the wonder- 
ful tale; it is furbifhed up a new, talked of for a day 
as a matter of fact, and the next day a new fiory is 
received or invented, to fupply the place of the de- 
teéted fa'thood. Count Segur’s letter, the reca’ of 
Pinckney, the anfwer of the Spanith court to the me- 
morial of citizen Perignon, the counter revoluticns in 
France, and a thoufand other political rhodoman- 





with ours: Worzby allics, receive the thanks of a! iavening wolvesy feeking whom they may devour, and! tades, are of this clafs; and yet they areall believed 
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to be of undoubted authority. Stills however, the 
French proceed in their career, the revolutionary fpi- 
rit advances, new profelytes are daily formed to the 
caufe of republicanifm, and new proteftants, againft 
the creeds of kings and their dependents, are every 
moment multiplying in Italy, France, Belgium, Hol- 
land and even Germany. The force of ariitocracy 
is leffening and Britith influence declining in Europe, 
while the real independency of nations is fecured and 
maintained by treaties, and other means, to bridle 
that aniverfal defpotifm on the ocean, to which the 
Englifh nation has afpired.

A few daysago, Buonaparte’s harangue to the army 
of Italy was pofted againft all the walls of Paris: At 
the prefent moment, the walls are covered with an elo- 
quent addrefs of Pichegru to the armies. It is extract- 
ed from the report made by him in the fitting of the 
Council of Five Hundred, onthe 25th ult. 1 am hap- 
py to find, that if Cafar is on the one fide, Pompey is 
onthe other. I am inclined to think too, that the pyb- 
lic tranquility is not fo much in danger as fome people 
imagine, from the’ effects produced by the prefent fer- 
mentation in the public mind, and the ftruggle that has 
taken place too indulgent. The good underftanding of 
governors frequently proceeds from nothing more than 
a cordial adoption of a fyftem uf ufurpation. A little 
animofity makes them keep a watchful eye on their con- 
duct, and their mutual faults. Difpofitions, therefore, 
of this kind, fo far from being injurious to the governed, 
are generally beneficial tothem. It is only defirable, 
in order that no bad effects may arife, the parties be fuf- 
ficiently {trong to check themfelves, without any fhock, 
merely by the equilibrium to be produced by collifion. 
This appears to me to be the fecret of our prefent fitua- 
tion. ‘The conftitution is a centre which draws all a- 
round it—the debates tend to its eftablifhment. This 
ought to be their object, and refiftance ferves only to add 
force to their endeavours. 

It is faid that the difpofal of the city of Venice is 
now the fubje&t of difpute between France and the em- 
peror. 





ARMY OF CONDF. 


ORDER OF THE 20:h FULY, 1797. 

‘¢ His maj fty, the emperot of Ruflia, has done me 
the honour to inform me that the king of France has 
made a propofition to him refpeéting this army, and his 
imperial majefty flatters himfelf, that his majelty and 
myfelf will be equally fatisfied with the overtures 
which his minilter is commifiioned to make me in his 
name. 

«* Vhe emperor of Rufhia is willing to grant every 
relief to thisarmy. He is about to apply to the courts 
of Vienna and London, to continue their generous be- 
nefactions to it. Until the arrangements are made, he 
defires me to reft affured, that from the moment he 
fhall take charge of the army, every individual in it, 
from the higheit lieutenant general to the loweft foldier, 
who is willing to take advantage of his kindnefs, thall 
preferve the fame rank and pay as he at this moment en- 
joys. We cannot know, until the retura of the cou- 
rier which is to be fent to Rufka, what is the nature of 
the hereditary grants which his impetial majefty intends 
to promife this army befides granting to the French no- 
bility the fame privileges which the nobles of Ruilia 
enjoy. 

AUGUST 4. 

It was a great error in the councils to fuppofe that 
the only queftion before them related to an increafe of 
the army which furrounded Paris by fix thoufand men. 

Twenty five thoufand have been led thither, carrying 
with them a formidable train of astillery. Thefe, with 
the troops already ftationed there, form an army of for- 
ty thoufand men, eight thoufand of whom are cavalry. 

Very few of them have retreated, and thofe who have 
done fo, have only retreated a fmall diftance. 

This army furrounds Paris within fifteen leagues, and 
can repair thither in a day. They can, at pleafure, 
ftarve it, by {topping the fubfiftence. We can fay no- 
thing on their remaining there, as it is out of the con- 
ftitutional Civcle—we fhould not have known of its ar- 
rival, if, by an unlucky routine, they had not entered 
that important circle. The only thing which will be- 
come an object of enquiry, if the two powers fhal! not 
foon come to a conclufion, is, how they have dared to 
{trip the army of the Sambre and Meufe of part of its 
force and to fuffer it to take this menacing pofture againft 
the central city, and legiflative body of the republic, 
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''withget the confent of the minifter at war, and the pre. 


fident of the diretory, to whom the conititution intrufts 
the firperintendance of thefe orders.

4. That forced requifitions were levied for want of 
billets, and confiderable depredations committed. 

‘‘ The minds of thefe troops have been mifled and 
feduced. All the foldiers and officers prefer the mott 
abfurd and the moft: injurious accufations againft the 
legiflative body. Libels are difperfed through the 
armies. The Friend of their laws, and the centinel, 
are the only journals which reach them. Notwithftand- 
ing the order to make a retrograde movement, a great 
number of troops {till continue their march to Paris, by 
order of Gen. Hoche, anc in fpite of the oppofition 
of Gen. Ferling, who received a counter-order from 
the minifter of war. 

* The Legion called the Franks, which was formed 
in contradiction to the law, has difbanded itfelf, and dif- 
perfed about the country. ‘The corps who received or- 
ders to retreat, repair to Paris in full parties, and with- 
out regimentals.—Citizes: Iefage appears to have taken 
a great part in all thefe manoeuvres. At Chartres 500 
Banditti have been provided with arms and ammuaition. 
—Paris is filled with foreigners, who are thirfting for 
blood and pillage. 

‘* The armies deliberate, correfpond with each other, 
pafs refolutions, and iffue proclamations, with which all 
France is inundated. What has the government done 
to prevent all thefe abufes ?” 

The reporter, without entering into long reflections, 
propofed to fend a meflage to the directory, to afk 
them— 

1. Whether they have received the particulars which 
they promifed, of the march of the troops?—They 
fhall be called upon to give an anfwer in three days. 

‘2. What meafures they have taken to ftop the viola- 
tion of 275tharticle of the conftitution, which forbids 
the armed force to deliberate? . 

The counci! adopted thefe propofitions, and ordered 
the report to be printed.

GENOA, JUNE 17. 

On the 14th. init. when the new government was 
infticuted here, wees of liberty were planied before 
the palace of the Doge, and in other parts of the 
city. The two Coloffal ftatues of Andrew and John 
Doria, which ftood before that palace, were thrown 
do vn, and the head and hands broken off and hung 
on the tree of liberty. In the evening, the golden 
book, in which the names of the nobles are regitter- 
ed, and the ducal mantle, and all the infignia of the 
Doge, except the crown and {ceptre, were burnt, the 
muiic playing Calra. The Doge is now called, ci- 
tigen Prefident. The f{ceptre, crown, and canopy of 
the throne, ate intended for an offering to the image 
of the virgin in the Cathedral. Four committees 
have been appoiated for foreign affairs, the finances» 
&c. the ftate inquifitors, and the council of the gal- 
leys, have beenabolifhed; and ali armorial bearings 
of the nobility, forbidden. All liveries, and other 
fens of fervitude, are to be laid afide, under the pe- 
nalty of nooo dollars.

Paris papers mention difagreements exifting be- 
tween the legiflative bodies of the republic. The 
Council of Five Hundred have reprefented that the 
Nirectory has violated the confitution, in taking 
upon itfelf to wage war, make peace, and conclude 
treaties. the contents of which aré unknown. On 
obferving fuch infringements of the conftitution, in 
fych an early ftage of the republican government, 
they exprefs their apprehenfions of futurity. «<A 
new revolution is in view,” faid one of the Council, 
« and faétions are arranging againft each other.” It 
is dificult to fay what revolution is to take place in 
France, except 2 revolution in favor of royalty, and 
this is not very.evident. That fome feeds of fuch a 
revolution have been recently fown, by the emiflaries 
of the tyrants of Europe, there is nodoubt ; but they 
are fown ona rock; and will die for want of nou- 
rifiment. The enemies of liberty catch at a fraw, 
ty fet the French republican fyftem in an odious licht, 
or to be on the verge of annihilation. In every free 
government, diffentions will take place in popular 
aflemb/ ies, but thefe are not the annihilation, but the 
lite of liberty. 





Recent accounts from Europe fay, that it is not pro- 
hable the negociations at Lifle will terminate in paciii- 
cation. ‘The French republic, determined to humble 
the pride of royalty, does not feem to care much for 
peace, until the whole horrid plan of defpotifm is abo- 
lithed. Perhaps, in the eye of philofophy, the conteft 
fhould continue for fome time longer, in order to fix

the pacific republican fyftem on a firm bafis. 


A Paris evening paper fays, *¢ There are fome who 
are willing to fippofe, that the fimple recall of Santho- 
nax from St. Domingo will be a fufficient atonement for 
js innumerable crimes, and the victims of his colonial 
adminiftration. Let us fee him once arrive in our 
ports, and the legiflative body will foon determine whe- 
ther his accufers were not right in condemning the 
whole courfe of his condnét, as well as that of his col- 
league, Polvere!.”’ 

The Sun, a London paper of July 24, obferving 
on the fituation of France, fays, that by the “ move- 
ment of the troops,” and the late change in the ad- 
miniftration, the Direftory have fome grand obje& 
inview. In {peaking of the ex-minifters, Petiet is 
called a moderate; gen. Hoche, who takes his place, 
is declared to be a determined Jacobin; and that he 
and hisarmy are well calculated to renew the fyitem 
of terror. 

A French privateer is faid to be lying at Rheedy 
—_ Delaware, waiting for American outward bound 
veffels. 





_ The Yellow Fever (fouthern papers fay) has made 
its appearance in Norfolk, Virginia, with more malig- 
nant fymptoms than in 1795. 





A Baltimore paper mentions the deaths in that city 
to average about fix of a day. The deaths in Philadel. 
phia, from the beginning of Auguft, to the 2oth inft. 
averaged about 15 of a day. In the 48 hours preced- 
ing Monday noon laft, in Philadelphia, the number of 
deaths were 26 adults and 5 children. 


On the 16th inft. the corner ftone of a Roman Ca- 
tholic Church was laid, in the city of Albany. The 
foundation, we hear, is to be laid the prefent feafon, 
and the church to be finifhed next fummer. 


Extra@ of a letter from Charleflon, dated Sept. 2. 

“ Every kind of bufinefs is exceeding dull here. 
We have no late arrivals from Europe, and our poft has 
failed for the two laftdays. This city continued in a 
very healthy ftate until about a week fince. The hot 
fouth-wetterly winds, which have prevailed for about 
: ten days pait, have effected a change, to which ftran- 
fers principally fall vi€tims. There is fomething in the 
ummer and autumnal atmofphere of Charlefton, that 
has, for two or three years paft, proved peculiarly fatal 
to foreigners, and even to people from the neighbouring 
ftates, vifiting this capital. The fever, as fat it exifts 
among us, is of the kind we had laft year.” 


Exirad of a letter from the North of Ireland, dated» 
ath Fuly. 

“Our unhappy country ftill continues in a ftate of 
diltra€tion ; perfecution, diftrefs, and difmay, are the 
order of the day.—-Government put the country to a 
great expence in raifing a militia to keep the people in 
awe ;—thefe becoming fufpeéted of difloyalty, a large 
atmed body, called yeomanary, was raifed to enfure the 
implicit obedience of the militia—now both thefe 

tes are fufpected, and the country is covered with

has an equal fufpicive of both the Prefbyterians and 
the Roman Catholics, yet it levels all its moft pointed 
vengeance on the former, pretending to confide in the 
loyalty of the latter ; accordingly, every method is taken 
to dragoon the devoted inhabitants of Ulfter, * the 
fa&tious republicans of the north. One infiance will 
fuffice to thew the nature ofthe fyftem—Qaur gover- 
nots have taken a prodigious averfion to green; befides 
fearching every place for arms, and any thing of the 
profcribed colour, they examine meeting-houfes in the 
time of divine fervice, and woe to the girl, or old wo- 
man, who has a green ribbon, or even a green garter '— 
A few Sundays ago, a captain B. witha party of fol- 
diers, fuddenly furrounded a meeting-houfe, in the coun- 
ty of D. whilft the congregations were celebrating the 
holy facrament ; the valiant captain bur{t open the dvors, 
and marched in his men with fixed bayonets, overfetting | 
the tables at the facred utenfils then in ufe ; and draw- 
ing up in front of the pulpit, he began a general fearch 
for arms, or any thing green, all the time his drums and 
fifes loudly beating and playing-the moft profane tunes 
that his grofs imagination could fuggelt! The congre- 
gation had the wifdom to fupport this, unexampled out- 
rage with a firm calmnefs, which feemed to difappoint 
the magnanimous captain, as he was heard to fay at his 
departure from this glorious fear, “* Damn them, the 
they won’t rebel !” 





The following {tate of ‘the Negociation, relative to the 
American and Spanifh Limits, was laft evening hand- 
ed us by a gentleman who left New-Orleans the 5th 
ult. 

«© About the middle of June, the inhabitants of 
Natchez becoming impatient of the delay on the part of 
the Spaniards, in delivering up the pofts, formed a regu- 
lar military force of about ten companies, and invefted 
the houfe of governor Gayofo, although Mr. Ellicott 
ufed every exertion to reftrain them from proceeding to 
offen‘ive operations. ‘f his attack, which was made with 
a view of forcing the Spaniards to abandon the Natchez 
ended, however, by Mr. Ellicott’s amicable interfer- 
ence, who prevented the menaced holtilities, and ob- 
tained from the Governor a promife to fufpend the mi- 
litary government of that Diftrict ; and that the in- 
habitants fhould be confidered in a ftate of neutrality, 
until the pofts were formally delivered up. Governor 
Gayofo and Mr. Ellicott were, during thefe proceed- 
ings, and have ever fince been on the moft frizndly foot- 
ing. 

About the zoth July, gov. Gayofo received notice 
of his promotion to the government of Louifiana, and 
of the appointment of Mons. Grandpre to fucceed 
him atthe Natchez. Accordingly the former arrived 
at New Orleans onthe 6th. ult. and took poffeffion of 
his government. At the period of the commotions at 
the Natchez and ever fince, gov. Gayofo reiterated 
his promifes of a {peedy evacuation of the Natchez ; 
and Mr. Ellicott appeared to entertain hopes of fuc- 
ceeding without much further delay; but our corre- 
{pondent conceives that thofe hopes were very illufive 
and the pofts will not be delivered up before a general 
peace takes place, unlefs the main obftacle (viz. the 
grant of the navigation of the Mififlippi to Great Bri- 
tain) in contravention to the treaty between Spain and 
the United States, is previoufly removed.” (JD. G. 


COMMUNICATION. 


There’s no compofition, the utility of which is fo 
generally acknowledged, and yet fo little regarded, 
as a newfpaper. Mott people of any tafte take a pa- 
per, and are willing to allow that, when well con- 
ducted, it has great influence in mending the morals 
and manners of a people; but the difficulty of con- 
ducting it, foas to make it ufeful to the publifher and 
his cultomers, few appear to liave confidered. A 
perfon who can compile one book, on any fingle 
fubject, fo as to pleafe his readers, is thought worthy 
of having his name tranfmitted to pofterity as an or- 
nament of the age he lives in; while the editor of 
a newfpaper, who has, perhaps, publifhed many 
thoufands, onall fubjects, thall die neglected and his 
name fink in oblivion: yet, when the difficulty of 
compiling fuch a heterogeneous medly, as is con- 
tained in a newfpaper, is fairly confidered, it will be 
found not only che moft ufeful, but the moft difficult 
to conduct. A man may underitand law, and be 
very able to compile a moft excellent treatife on 
that fubject, which fhall be very ufeful and en- 
tertaining to the clafs of readers for which it is in- 
tended ; the outlines of his work are all drawn to 
his hand; the words and phrafes he muft afe have 
been eftablifhed and in ufe, time oat of mind: he 
is writing for a fet of men who can ealily underftand 
him; he knows his critics, and can pleafe them if 
he choofes: but, take him out of his track, put him 
on any other fubject, and he would not be able per- 
haps, to write a fingle paragraph. The fame may 
be faid of writers on phyfic, divinity, or any other 
fcience ; they have one fubje& whereupon to fix their 
attention, and but one clafs of readers to pleafe. 
But ina very different fituation is the editor of a 
newfpaper : initead of one, he has the whole circle 
of the fciences to deal with; initead of one clafs of 
readers, trained to his hand,. he has all mankind to 
pleafe ; and inftead of ferving up his entertainment 
al! at once, and having time to prepare it, he is obliged 
to ferve it weekly, and on flated days, whether he is

But the great man 
juftly reprefenting the impracticability of {uch a pro- 
pofal, and that no one, not he himfelf, was, by oar 
laws, exempt from their refentment, when foand of- 
fending againft them: it was then infitted they fhould 
all all beimprifoned. But this being alfo objected to, 
a third expedient was by him fuggeited, viz. that thev 
fhould, every manof them, be di/mifed from their em- 
ployments. ‘Vo humour fo fenfible a requeit, and to 
pacify his rage, this was not objected to; nay, the 
thing was declared already abfolutely done, not one 
of them then remaining in office as.grand jurymen. 
With this affurance, the extraordinary perfonage was 
not only highly fatisied, but returned home greatly 
pleafed ; rejoiced with his family ; and difpatched a 
couricr to France, with the news of this vi€tory, over 
the grand jury of the city of London.
